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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 1, line 9, change "contractable" to -contractible--. Line 10, delete "said" and 
replace with --a respective--. Line 14, change "an" to -a- and change "said" to -each-. 
Line 15, delete "member is" and replace with -members are-. 

The above changes to lines 10, 14, and 15 of claim 1 have been made to insert 
appropriate language to obviate any confusion as to the mattress support member, (i.e., 
claim 1 as amended in Applicant's response of March 21, 2005 introduced two mattress 
support members at line 4 of claim 1 but failed to appropriately change language at 
each of lines 10, 14, and 15 to correspond with the language of line 4). Line 14 has 
been further amended to insert a suitable article while line 9 has been amended to 
correct a typographical error. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 2-3 of the response, filed September 22, 2005, 
with respect to the rejection of claims 1 , 4, and 5 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. One of ordinary skill in the art would have not found it obvious to provide 
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Richter, Jr. '139 with an expandable gaseous fluid cushion at each corner of the support 
arrangement since at least two of the corners are attached to a glide track 72 allowing 
the lower leg frame structure 36 to pivot with the "pelvic-femur frame 34. The rejection 
of claims 1, 2, 4, 5, and 7 has been withdrawn. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not show or fairly teach an arrangement of two elongated mattress support 
members pivotally attached to each other at their proximal ends such that their distal 
ends comprise four corners of the arrangement with four expandable gaseous fluid 
cushion means each being expandable and contractible in a vertical direction and 
removably positioned between a truck cab floor and the mattress support members with 
each of the cushion means being attached to one of the four corners of the arrangement 
and means for applying a gaseous fluid under pressure to said expandable cushion 
means such that the gaseous fluid pressure is regulated to allow each cushion means 
to have a different amount of pressure applied to it.
